• His  poetry  is  about  the  combining  of  passion  with  thought  and  logic. 

B.  Techniques  and  Form 

2.  What  are  the  two  main  metaphors  used  in  this  poem? 

• Every  person  is  compared  to  a lump  of  dirt. 

• Society  (humanity)  is  compared  to  a continent. 

3 . How  do  the  metaphors  help  you  understand  Donne’s  meaning? 

• Erosion  may  wash  lumps  of  soil  away  from  continents  and  into  the  oceans, 
making  land  masses  smaller.  Similarly,  the  death  of  every  person  removes 
the  actual  and  potential  contributions  of  that  person  to  humanity. 

4.  Which  form  of  this  piece  is  more  effective  in  communicating  Donne’s 

message  about  the  individual’s  relationship  to  groups?  Explain  your  reasons. 

• Written  as  a poem,  this  selection  gains  emphasis  because  each  line  has  more 
emphasis  in  both  oral  and  silent  reading. 

• Perhaps  the  poetic  form  is  more  powerful  than  the  prose  form  because  the 
reader  is  better  able  to  simulate  the  reading  of  the  passage  as  Donne  likely 
did  nearly  400  years  ago.
